John M. Powell, of Coaldale borough, 
and Robert Melntyre, of Broad Top 
township, for retail liquor license, the 
court, after due consideration, granted 
license to both of said applicants. 


On Saturday morning the court con- 


sidered W. J. O'Donnell's application 
for liquor license. 
Before any wit- 


nesses were examined Judge Longen- 
ecker stated that a number of citizens 
had called his attention to the reports 
in circulation to the effect that Land- 
lord O'Donnell, of the Arlington, kept 
a disorderly house and had violated 
the liquor law. With this informa- 
tion in its possession, the court could 
not take action upon Mr. O'Doncell's 
application without an investigation, 
and therefore subpoenas were issued to 
the proper official and served upon 
twenty-five or 
thirty 
residents of 


Bedford who were wanted as witnesses 
at the investigation. During bis re- 
marks the judge said that he has seen 
more tipsy topers and a greater num- 
ber of minors drunk in Bedford than 
in any other town he has ever visited. 
The habitual drunkard seems to have 
no trouble to procure liquor himself 
or through some one who is more 
wretched than he is, and thus keeps 
tipsy the year round. 


Three witnesses were examined to 


decide whether or not Mr. O'Donnell 
kept a disorderly house. They all tes- 
tified that they had never seen any- 
thing improper at the hotel. They 
knew nothing except what they heard 
others say. The court then stated 
that Mr. O'Donnell would be given an 
opportunity to prove that he had not 
violated the liquor law, but he declin- 
ed to accept the offer. Before the wit- 
nesses were called to the stand Mr- 
O'Donnell's attorney withdrew his ap- 
plication. The court advised him to 
let it stand and intimated that it 
•vould grant the license with the un- 
derstanding that Mr. O'Donnell dis- 
pose of his interest in the Arlington 
hotel and transfer the license to his 
successor. 


Just before court was adjourned 


Judge LoDgenecker said he did not 
want the public to infer from the ac- 
ticn taken in this case that the court 
wished to discourage anyone from 
prosecuting the violator of the liquor 
law. It is the duty of the citizen to 
make information against those who 
trespass; but the prosecution should 
be made in the proper way, through 
the district attorney.

Gen. 
E. C. Williams, who achieved a 


notable record in the Mexican and 
civil wars, died at Chapman, Snyder 
county, on Friday. 


Samuel M. Brua, inventor of the

A large frame barn on the Lancaster

The loss 
amounts to 310,000, partially covered 
by insurance. The fire is thought to 
have been the work of an incendiary.

right to supervise its treaties with the 
sovereign states of Nicaragua and 
Costa Eica. This is the interpretation 
of suzerainty on which England has 
insisted in the case of the Transvaal 
The secretary has put the United 
States where it is by formally nego- 
tiating for the abrogation of the Olay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty and thereby admit- 
ting that instrument to be in full 
force instead of void, as claimed by 
former Republican secretaries of state. 
Having assumed this position, through 
its 
accredited 
representative, this 


country cannot change its attitude 
now, and a^ the treaty is perpetual b* 
its own terms and cannot be modified 
except by common consent of both par- 
ties, there seems to be no way of pro- 
ceeding except by the consent of Great 
Britain. 


Discussing the question of benefit to 


the United States under the 
Hay- 


Pauncefote treaty, a prominent Dem- 
ocrs*.ie senator said: 


"Under the new treaty the canal is tr 


be a commercial agency exclusively 
Great Britain, Germany, France and 
all the other countries of the worlc" 
will derive exactly the same benefil 
from it that the United States does—3 
greater benefit, in fact, because, aside 
from the initial outlay, the canal will 
very probably not pay its running ex 
penses, any deficiency in which musi 
be made good by Uncle Sam. It will 
therefore give the countries of Europe 
an advantage over American ships in 
the rush for the Pacific trade, now 
largely reserved to the United States, 
by the distance from Europe. If the 
United States is to derive no military 
advantage from the canal, why should 
it invest in a losing commercial specu- 
lation for the benefit of its trade 
rivals ? It tnight just as well agree to 
hold its dry docks and battleships 
neutral for the use of all nations in 
time of war.as to hold a military high- 
way of such tremendous potency open 
for them." 


The above, it appears, fairly repre- 


sents the views of the Democratic mi- 
nority in the senate. The Eepublican 
majority, secure in their seats for sev- 
eral years, can afford to uphold the 
administration in its pandering to En- 
gland; but the house is not so situated. 
The letter's opinion of the treaty has 
been given to the public by the Repub- 
lican representative from Iowa—Hep- 
burn—who is chairman of the com- 
merce committee, which drew the pres- 
ent canal bill. Mr. Hepburn says: 


"This treaty reaffirms the principles 


of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, conced- 
ing all the claims and contentions of 
Great Britain and surrendering the 
claim that Great Britain has by her 
own action given us the right to at 
any time abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. 
It surrenders everything to 


Great Britain, abandoning our conten- 
tion of years that we might abrogate 
the treaty at will. Moreover, it recog- 
nizes the right of any foreign power 
to interfere and dictate with reference 
to our negotiations with the independ- 
ent governments of this continent. 
It abandons the Monroe doctrine. I 
think the treaty very unfortunate and 
earnestly hope that it will not be rati- 
fied by the senate."

urging free trade with Puerto Eico, 
reversed itself at the behest of the 
tariff barons and declared for a duty 
on the products of that island. The 
house committee, which had three 
reports under consideration, inconti- 
nently dropped them all and prepared 


& bill in accordance with the wishes of 
the plutocrats who are so potential 
under the reign of William of Canton. 
All but one of the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee put themselves 
on record as being in favor of a duty 
of twenty-five per cent, on Puerto 
Eican good-,. They held that Puerto 
Eico, together with Oklahoma and all 
other territory of the United States, is 
outside the constitution. The Demo- 
cratic members and Mr. McCall, Re- 
publican, took the opposite view. The 
Democratic report says, in part: 


"If the position taken by the ma- 


jority of the committee be the correct 
one, it must follow that congress is 
not restraiaed from passing laws im- 
posing customs duties on the minerals 
and ores of the territories of Arizona 
and Xew Mexico, the furs and fish of 
Alaska, the lumber of Oklahoma, and 
»lso upon all importations of products 
of every kind into the territories from 
N E W SPAJPE&fl R C HI \ 


the states. The power to pass such 
laws was never before claimed in our 
land.'1 


Mr. McCall, whose opinion is of 


speuial interest, if for no other reason, 
because it differs from that held by 
his colleagues, among other things, 
says: 


"If congress is restrained by the 


limitations of the constitution it can- 
not pass the pending bill. If, on the 
other haud, it is not so restrained, 
then it follows that it also has the 
power to pass er-pnst facto laws, bills 
of attainder and to do all other acts 
prohibited by tbe constitution, and 
the people of Puerto Rico are merely 
subjects without legal rights and can 
only enjoy their lives and property by 
the grace of congress. The practical 
importance of this question becomes 
still more grave when it is remembered 
that the powers asserted for congress 
will have sway over millions of people 
so situated as practically to be de- 
barred from admission into the Union 
and, therefore, from the hope of par- 
ticipation in the government." 


'he New York World in an editorial 


under the hea.lline, "The Puerto Eico 
Trouble," says: 


What Governor Roosevelt is said to 


have called Mr. McKinley's "chocolate- 
eclair backbone" has brought the ad- 
ministration into a quagmire

trouble over the Puerto £ieo question. 


In his annual message the president 


gave a clear and convincing summary 
of the reasons why it is "our plain 
duty to abolish all customs tariffs be- 
tween the United States and Puerto 
Rico and give her products free access 
to our markets." The president's own 
f 


unerals and commissioners in Puerto 
icn emphasized the need. They re- 


ported to him that great destitution 
and suffering, involving one-half the 
population of the island, exist as the 
result of a long trade paralysis and 
the hurricane of last year. The Puerto 
Rico patriots who welcomed pur flog- 
as a deliverance from Spanish op- 
pression have said openly at Washing- 
ton that the condition of their un- 
fo tunate people is far worse under 
American sovereignty than it ever was 
under Spanish rule. 


The plain provision of the constitu- 


tion that "all duties, imposts and 
excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States'' was cited in sup- 
port of the president's recommenda- 
tion. 
Whether or not trade follows 


the flag, the constitution certainly 
toes. Chief-Justice Marshall declared 
that the constitution "extends to all 
places over which the government 
extends.'' 


But all at once a clamor arose from 


thu tobacco and fruit growers and 
other favorites or victims of our pater- 
nal tariff laws, insisting that they 
were not for "freedom" or "expansion" 
to this extent. They maintained that if 
"trade follows the flag" the tariff 
must go with it. They howled "free 
trader''and even "traitor'1 at Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. And so frightened were the 
Republican members of the ways and 
means committee that they reported 
to the house an opinion that "Con- 
gress has power to govern Puerto Rico 
and the Philippines independent of the 
constitution." They proposed a quarter

country and taxing our people upon 
imports from this one of our posses- 
sions!

Beckham's Career. 


J. C. W. Beckham, who was recently 


sworn in as Democratic governor of 
Kentucky, was born on August 5, 1SG9, 
at Bardstown.Ky. Hisfather was Will- 
iam H. Beckham and his mother Julia 
T. Wickliffe, daughter of Charles A. 
Wickliffe, former chief executive of 
Kentucky. His earliest education was 
received in a private school in Bards- 
town. In the legislative session of 
1SS1 and 1S32 he acted as a page in the 
house of representatives. In January, 
1S34, he entered Central Union college, 
of Richmond, Va., graduating in ISSb. 
Immediately after leaving college he 
began the study of law and while 
pursuing his work in that direction 
acted as principal of the Bardstown 
high school for three years. In 1893 
he began the practice of law on his 
own account in Barchtown. He was 
elected a member of the Kentucky 
house of representatives in 1893. He 
declined to be a candidate at the next 
term, but, the representative who suc- 
ceeded him having dropped out, Mr. 
Beckham accepted the position and 
served the unexpired term. He was 
re-elected in 1S9? and made speaker of 
the house in 1SOS. In 1899 he was 
nominated for lieutenant-governor on 
the same ticket with William Goebel 
at the Louisville convention.

Says the British Wouldn't Let Him 


Tell Pretoria Situation, 


HUMILIATED BY CENSOR. 


'Knew Nothing of Any Secret Alliance Be- 


tween America and Britain" When He 


Accepted Poat. 


Charles E. Macrnm, formerly United 


States consul at Pretoria, who for some 
time declined to state the reasons which 
caused him to leave his post soon after 
the South African war broke out, has 
made public the following signed state- 
ment: 


"The situation in Pretoria was such 


that, first, as an official, I could not re- 
main there while my government at 
home was apparently in the dark as to 
the exact conditions in South Africa-, 
secondly, as a man and a citizen of 
the United States, I could not remain 
in Pretoria, sacrificing my own self- 
respect and that of the people of Pre- 
toria while the government at home 
continued to leave me in the position 
of a British consul and not an Ameri- 
can consul. 


"I want to say right here that there 


was not one single request made of 
me through the department of state 
looking to the care of British interests 
in Pretoria which I did not fulfil and re- 
port upon according to my orders. On 
the other hand, American interests in 
South Africa were in that condition 
which demanded that the department 
of state should be cognizant of them. 


'I issued the statement received 


from the state department that Ameri- 
cans must remain neutral. 
In the 


face of this Americans were continual- 
ly going to the front and taking up 
arms in the cause of the Boers. I could 
not help but know that many of these 
were citizens of the United States. I 
also knew that many of them, in utter 
despair at the apparent attitude of our 
own government, were taking the oath 
of allegiance to the Transvaal repub- 
lic. 


'When affairs had reached that state 


that my vice-consul, Mr. Van Am rin- 
ger, closed up his business, took the 
oath of allegiance to the republic, and 
went to the front as a burgher, 1 
thought the time had come when I 
should make a report of these condi- 
tions. 


"It was over four weeks from the 


time the war opened before I received 
a single mail despatch from my govern- 
ment or a personal letter. The mail 
for the Transvaal had all been stopped 
at Cape Town by order of the high com- 
missioner. 


'When this mail was finally forward- 


ed to me, after Colonel Stowe, the 
United States consul-general at Cape 
Town, had secured its release, I had 
the humiliation as the representative 
of the American government of sitting 
in my ofHee in Pretoria and looking 
upon envelopes bearing the official 
seal of the American government open- 
ed and offically sealed with a sticker, 
notifying me that the contents had 
been read by the censor at Durban. I 
looked up international law, but failed 
to find anywhere that one military 
power can use its own discretion as to 
forwarding the official despatches of a 
neutral government to its representa- 
tive in a besieged country. 


' The mail service from Delagoa bay 


to Europe was continually interrupted 
by the action of British men-ol-war at 
that port. The service was over two 
weeks longer than by the west coast, 
and there were continual rumors that 
that port would be closed and commu- 
nication with the outside world entire- 
ly cut off. 


'The cable service for the Transvaal 


was absolutely cut off. I was private- 
ly informed by the Belgian and Ger- 
man consuls at Pretoria that their 
official cables in code to their govern- 
ments had been refused by the censor. 


'I filed one cable in the interest of 


an American in Pretoria, which was 
refused absolutely by the censor in 
Durban. This cable I sent to the 
fiancee of Mr. Nelson, an American 
business man in Pretoria. 
She was on 


her way to South Africa from Buffalo, 
N. Y., when the war broke out. Ac- 
cording to a letter which Mr. Nelson 
received just before the war com 
menced she was buying her trousseau 
in Europe. The cable requested her 
to come by the east coast. When I in- 
formed Mr. Nelson that the cable had 
not been sent his brother took the oath 
of allegiance to the republic and went 
to the front. 


•But these are simply minor details 


The misrepresentations 
which hai 


been going on before the war and after 
it opened were of such a serious nature 
and would require such detailed ex- 
planation that on November 0 I filed 4 
cable to the department in code, stat- 
ing that I wished leave of absence in 
order to visit the states. 


'I set forth in this cable that my 


vice-consul bad enlisted in the Boer 
army; that a Mr. Atterbury, an Amer- 
ican whom I had known very favorably 
for more than a year, could take 
charge of the office until my return. 
In reply to this despatch, which was 
forwarded without any delay, I receiv- 
ed from the department a reply advis- 
ing me that my presence at Pretoria 
was important to public interests. 


"On the 8th I telegraphed again, ac- 


knowledging the receipt of the cable 
and advising the department that the 
situation was not critical; that Mr 
Atterbury was competent; that my 
presence in America was important. 
No reply was received and I. wired 
again on the llth.stating that no reply 
had been received and again urged a 
favorable reply. No reply was receiv- 
ed to this. 


"I again wired the department No- 


vember 14, stating that I could not 
leave without permission; thatl would 
forfeit my post if the reasons which I 
would make to the department did not 
prove satisfactory. 
This cable was de- 


layed by the censor until December 2, 
when I had advices that it had been 
just forwarded. 


"On November 18 I again filed a 


cable, stating that three of my cables 
had been unanswered and that a sub- 
stitute would answer as consul during 
my absence, and requested a reply. To 
this I received a reply immediately, 
which was a reiteration of the reply to 
my first cable. 


"Upon receipt of this rep'y, which 


was on November 20, I immediately 
wrote to the department accepting the 
refusal to grant me leave, stating in 
that letter that I would abide by the 
decision of the department and at- 
tempt to convey i» mail despatches an 
intelligent idea of the conditions for 
the department's guidance. 


"On December 4 I received a reply 


from the department to my cablegram 
of the 14th, which I had been informed

two days previously had just been for- 
warded. It read as follows : 


"You may come home. Put Atter- 


bury temporarily in charge. Depart- 
ment will send man from here. 


"This was signed 'Hay.' Thereupon 


I cabled the department as follows: 


"Sail ISth, by Naples. 
"This cablegram was sent on the 8th 


aud in the meantime I prepared to go 
A few days later I received a telegram 
from Mr. Hollis, consul at Delagoa 
bay, stating that he had been in- 
structed to come to Pretoria to take 
charge of my office during my absence 
and until a man should arrive from 
Washington. 


"Mr. Hollis arrived on the 14th o< 


December and was thoroughly posted 
in the routine of the office. I intro- 
duced him to the heads of all govern- 
ment departments and to my consular 
colleagues. 


"I left Pretoria the night of Decem- 


ber 16 I went straight to Paris and 
notified the department of my presence 
there while waiting for the American 
Line boat to sail for New York. ] 
arrived in Washington on Monday. 
February 5, and reported to Assistant 
Secretary Hill, of the state depart- 
ment, who officially informed me tha 
Secretary Hay's son had been appoint- 
ed in my place and that he was on his 
way to Pretoria. 


"I appreciated the seriousness of the 


conditions in South Africa to the ex- 
tent that on my way to Washington, 
believing that I was still the consul in 
Pretoria, I refused to make any state- 
ment that would in any way involve 
the department or embarrass it. My 
one object was to lay the information 
before the department as to the true 
state of affairs in South Africa. If the 
department thought these facts were 
of a value sufficient to warrant the 
expenses of the trip I had taken 1 
expected to be remunerated and re- 
turn to Pretoria, leaving the depart- 
ment to act as it saw fit upon the facts 
which I had laid before it.

aud that I had seen nothing in the 
regulations which made the consul of 
the American republic subject to the 
whims and caprice of an English mili- 
tary censor at Durban. I came to 
America with a motive of which I am 
not ashamed. 


"There is not one soul who can point 


to P. single official act of mine which 
departed from the strictest neutrality. 
My confidential despatches to the de- 
partment contained information which 
will show my sympathy for the re- 
public, but which time will prove t" 
be unbiased as to actual facts. 


"My acts as a public official are all 


recorded at the department. My acls 
now as a private man can in no way 
involve the public service and I sim 
ply make this statement in my own 
defense as against those which have 
come from the department, secretly 
and officially."

iOLD 
MONOMETALLISM. 


'The Public Sentiment of England Would 


Welcome Another Movement For the 


KeiuonetUntion of Sliver." 


A few days ago Senator Chandler, 


Republican, of New Hampshire, made 
an address on the financial bill in the 
senate which attracted marked atten- 
tion. He said, in part: 


'Those who have absorbed the gold 


of the world are trying to make it more 
valuable by legislation. That is the 
natural meaning of the first ten lines 
of the senate bill. There is no need of 
the law for any other object. Abso- 
lutely no other purpose is to be sub- 
served by those lines. The passage of 
the bill without adequate recognition 
of the desire and determination of the 
American people that silver shall be 
remonetized is a defiance of the Re- 
publican platform of 189G, and without 
such recognition in the bill I cannot givf- 
to it my vote. It would be unqualified 
gold monometallism,and to advocate or 
submit to this is an abandonment of 
Republican principles. 


"Any retardation of the movement 


to make gold more valuable does not 
suit the gold class. Further steps are, 
therefore, now demanded, namely, that 
all the existing silver coin shall be pul 
out from the condition of real money 
and placed in the condition of credit 
money; that is, money all of which 
must be redeemed on demand in gold. 
If this new principle is to prevail, the 
real money will be four billions of 
gold, and the c1 edit money, including 
the silver money, will be ten billions. 
And upon this gold and credit money 
are to be built all the checks and other 
credits in trade throughout the world. 
How broad the summit and how narrow 
the base ! 


The attempt to establish the gold 


standard in India has been a failure 
India is a silver country, and will noi 
accept gold as money or as the meas- 
ure of commercial values. The public 
sentiment of England would welcome 
another movement for the remonet 
ization of silver. 
If the Transvaa 


war continues England may soon be 
come willing to enlarge the metallic 
money of the world through renewed 
negotiations 
for 
aa 
Internationa] 


agreement. 


"The Republican party is pledged to 


bimetallism. 
Were we blunderers 


when we shouted over and over again 
for remonetization? Is it not quite 
possible that we were right then, anc 
are now wrong when it is proposed to 
forever discard remonetization ? The 
senator from Rhode Island says thai 
it is not intended to reject the idea o] 
international bimetallism. 


"Why, then, not place an unequiv 


ocal pledge in this bill ? The declara 
tion in favor of gold is unwise both in 
a business and political sense. There 
is no need of this law. Therefore, let 
us reiterate the law of 1893, and no 
enact gold monometallism, in viola 
tion of the pledges of the Republican 
party. Let the convention to be helc 
in June next decide that question. 


"I want the double standard, so do 


1,300,000,000 of the people of this worlc 
of ours, while only 300,000,000 want 
the single gold standard. 
We wan 


the real money of the world to be $8, 
000,000,000 in coin. They want it to 
be only 84,000,000,000. The difference 
means injustice, injury, suffering and 
distress to millions of Gad's poor peo 
pie the world over, while the gold 
class is to wax fat at the c}st of their 
helpless victims. 


"IE we are true to our traditions an< 


to the wishes of our constituents we 
shall re-elect our gracious and patriotic 
president by popular and electoral ma- 
jirities greater than any president has 
ever received. Can we afford by the 
passage of the needless first ten lines 
of this bill without sufficient qualifica- 
tion to add to the chancss of his de 
feat ? 


"Tbe gifted senator from New York 


(Depew) is said to have designed for 
the Republican party a new campaign 
motto for 1900: 'Gold and Glory.' Th 
alliteration is pleasing. It will look 
finely on gilded banners and wil 
doubtless lead to victory. But if the 
word gold m?ans gold monometallism, 
it will be necessary for the golden 
tongued orators of the party to expa- 
tiate with marvelous eloquence over 
the glory to the flag coming from the 
war with Spain, in order to overcome 
the many evil effects at the polls in 
November of the deep damnation of 
the destruction by legislation of half 
the metallic money of the nations oJ 
the earth. Mr. President, thou canst 
not say I did it." 


At the conclusion of Mr. Chandler's 


speech, Mr. Chilton, of Texas, was rec- 
ognized to address the senate in oppo- 
sition to the pending measure, which, 
he declared, represented the policy of 
the Republican administration. 
He 


urged that the main object of the bill 
was to refund the entire national debt 
in long time gold bonds. This would 
insure perpetuity to 
the national 


banks and afford them a greater mon- 
ey monopoly even than they possessed 
now. It would likewise destroy all 
prospect of bimetallism, so far ae 
the power of the Republican party 
could accomplish that result. He re- 
garded it as likely that a treasury 
ruling would be made after the pas- 
sage of the pending bill providing that 
silver certificates should be made re- 
deemable in gold. 


Mr. Chilton objected to the great 


power conferred by the senate bill 
upon the secretary of the treasury, 
and maintained that the authority for 
the issuance of all bonds be vested in 
congress—the representatives of the 
people.' 


Mr. Money, of Mississippi, followed 


He. discussed the proposition of the 
single gold standard, declaring his be- 
lief that if the production of gold 
should increase in the next five years 
as it has increased in tbe last few 
there would be a demand for the de- 
monetization of gold and the remon- 
etization of silver.

Nsw YORK, February 20.—Of all tbe 


black crimes on the calendar there is 
not one that will compare in villainy 
with the assassination of the Free- 
man's Ballot. We thought years ago, 
when honesty was the rule and villainy 
the exceptional crime, that illegal vot- 
ing on a large scale could never be 
done. 


At the cost of some millions of dol 


lars Jfew York was determined, if it 
could possibly be done, to stamp it out 
of existence, and that freedom, the 
rightful heritage of the citizen, should 
pass, spotless, from father to son as 
long as the republic should stand. 
Its threats of annihilation were not 
fatal. Men stood at the gate ready to 
avenge the breaking of the law. II 
had the power and the will to do ibat 
which was right, but the cohorts of 
political crime were strong, fieroe and 
well taught. 
Last week we were 


awakened from our delightful dream 
of political honesty, when the grand 
jury, for illegal regittry and illegal 
voting, indicted about a hundred and 
fifty foreigners who preiented them- 
selves for the papers which would com- 
plete their citizenship. A well known 
ward heeler was there to vouch as to 
their qualifications. 


It mattered little to him whether 


they were Russians, Poles, Italians, 
Finns or Greenlanders; he knew them 
all and swore to their identity with an 
assurance that was sublime. In the 
olden time, when business was boom- 
ing 
and votes were wanted, they 


turned them out at the rate of from 
ten to fifteen a minute, and never 
turned a hair. Two weeks ago those 
interested in the manufacture of voters 
turned out fifty of the toughest look- 
ing customers that could be found on 
the outside of a state's prison—only 
three of the entire lot could speak a 
word of English or write a word oi 
their own. And this is the class to the 
care of which we have given the Amer- 
ican 
ballot, the 
cornerstoae on 


which rests the foundation of our free- 
dom, a costly jewel purchased and 
guarded with blood and treasure un- 
told, a sacred right which we have 
recklessly thrown away on ignorant 
foreigners, who never can understand 
the value of the American ballot except 
as something that can be sold for a 
dollar and a drink of rum on election 
day. It makes my blood boil when I 
see this precious privilege bestowed on 
a set of ignorant brutes, who can never 
understand us or our institutions and 
denied to our American women, who 
are with us heart and soul—a right 
denied to the mothers that cared for us 
and taught us in our infancy and help- 
ed us to manhood; denied to the sisters 
who shared with us the blessings of 
our home, to the wives with whom we 
shared all that our common lot could 
give; to all these, made sacred by our 
every hope and aspiration from child- 
hood to old age, to deny the ballot to 
them and give it to a lot of ignorant 
foreignsrs, such as were passed through 
the courts two weeks ago, that act was 
little less than a sacrilege. 


"Are you in favor of women vot- 


ing ?" asked a man at my elbow, 
whose face looked as though it had not 
tested the virtue of soap and water 
since the rebellion of 1S61. "Are you 
in favor of women voting ?" he said. 
"Yes, sir, I am, every time." There 1 
have always stood, and there I expect 
to stand till I die—and I shall wait pa- 
tiently till the illegal voters of a week 
ago are safely locked up in state's 
prison. 


Last week was a lively one for the 


politicians. William Jennings Bryan 
came here and, if ihere is any foolish 
person who thinks that Mr. Bryan is a 
dead cock in the pit, he should have 
taken a glance at him as he entered 
the meeting to be assured that he vvas 
very much alive and for a few minutes 
there was only one man in that vast 
assemblage, and that man was William 
Jennings Bryan. 
He fairly dragged 


in the representative men of both fac- 
tions. They did not want to be left 
cut in the cold and they feared the day 
of wrath to come in a not very distant 
future. He looked very well and was 
treated cordially by all factions. Not- 
withbtanding his late hard work he 
spoke better than usual. 


The Molineux trial has kept the 


town at fever heat all the week and 
the conviction of the poisoner was 
hardly a surprise to those who have 
watched the evidence, though it cer- 
tainly was to the prisoner himself. He 
displayed a nerve from start to finish 
that was wonderful. During his long 
imprisonment he has eaten well and 
slept as well as the most innocent man 
in the world. When he starts off on 
his two hours' exercise he goes at it 
like a boxer training for a prize fight. 
Bis head is erect, his shoulders thrown 
back, he notices nothing, but seems to 
enjoy every moment of his freedom. 
Even with the electric chair staring 
him in the face he is as undaunted as 
he was the first day of his incarcera- 
tion. No trial for years has caused 
such a sensation and tbe closing scene 
was particularly dramatic. The law- 
yer for the defense kept the prisoner's 
wife and two other women in court, 
thinking that their presence might 
affect the prosecution, but it had just 
the opposite effect. Mr. Osborne was 
savage and his final close was terrible: 
his words fell like whips of steel and 
as the jury filed out of court the entire 
multitude felt that the only verdict 
that could be rendered was wilful 
murder, the penalty for which is death. 


The news from the Transvaal is as 


anxiously looked for in Xew York as 
it is in London and with the same in- 
terest that we feel about our own bat- 
tles in the Pailippines. It is only 
within the last few weeks that we have 
begun to fully understand the Boer 
character. With him life was one long 
battle, between God's children and the 
wicked legions of hell, and his highest 
ambition and fondest hope was to die 
fighting the battles of his Lord and 
Master. From the earliest ages it has 
"been known that the man whose poli- 
tics mingled evenly with his religion 
made the best soldier. Ignorance was 
no bar to his advancement, but rather 
a plea and a recommendation. No 
matter what the order on the battle- 
field, he was there to perform it un- 
.questioned, and tboagh a thousand 


• deaths confronted him,was there to do 


s or die,

A; we follow them in every act of 


their daring life we are lost in wonder 
at the proficiency they have displayei 
in the art of war and the unshaken 
bravery with which they have contest 
ed every foot of ground when confront- 
ed by the flower of English chivalry 
More marvelous than ev, rything else 
is the discovery that this insignifiean 
republic should be in pos?e?sion of the 
finest and costliest fighting arms, largi 
and small, that the present generation 
has known or seen, and that England 
the fighter of Sgbters on land or sea 
should be outgeneraled and outfought 
on almost every important field where 
the Boers and British have been 
brought together. 


Of all the points in the study of tbe 


art of war strategy is considered the 
greatest. It consists in making your 
enemy believe that you are going to do 
one thing whereas your real intent is 
exactly opposite 
In this important 


point of war's exciting study these 
Dutch Boers have taught England a 
lesson she is not likely to forget. On 
one occasion early iu the war the Brit- 
ish and Boers fronted each other in 
equal numbers.

~ THE USE OF NITROGEN. ' 


Intelligent Adjustment of the Ferti- 


lizer to tlic Kind of Crop. 


The need of dclinitc Information In 


regard to the application of fertilizers 
gives special interest to the views of 
Professor E. B. Voorhees of New Jer- 
sey, who has made a study of the nitro- 
gen question. Professor Voorbees re- 
minds the farmer that'the best use of 
nitrogen is attained when it is applied 
to soils in good condition rather than 
to poor or worn out soils. 


Also the influence of kind of crop, in 


determining the possible profits from 
the use of the materials applied, affects 
more purticulai'ly the constituent ni- 
trogeu. For example, the liberal appli- 
cation of materials containing nitrogen 
to crops which possess a low market 
value may result in a maximum pro- 
duction—that is, as lai'ge an increase 
in yield as it is possible to obtain—yet 
because the nitrogen is so expensive 
the value of the increased yield may 
not be t'tinal to the cost of the nitrogen 
applied. On the other baud, its appli- 
cation to crops of a hic;l) commercial 
value, thongli not causing so large a 
proportionate gain in crop, may result 
in a larger profit, because the cost of 
the nitrogen, though considerable, is 
relatively a small item when compared 
with the increased value of the crop 
obtained from its use. This adjust- 
ment of the fertilizer to the kind of 
crop is act a matter of indifference. 


In tho next place, the form of nitro- 


gen tisud is very important, particular- 
ly in the culture of early market gar- 
den crops. Market garden crops, as tur- 
nips, beets, tomatoes and others, In or- 
der to be highly prolitable. must l» 
grown and harvested parly. At this 
season the natnifil soil agencies are not 
active in the change of soil nitrogen 
into available forms, ami the plants 
must therefore be supplied artificially 
witli the active forms of nitrogen if a 
rapid ami continuous growth is to be 
maintained. Their edlule quality Is dp- 
pendent to a mjirked degree upon this 
rapidity of development, hence a sup- 
ply of plant food in reasonable excess 
of ordinary demands is essential in or 
der that unfavorable conditions of sea- 
son may In part at least be overcome. 


Nitrogen exists in commercial prod- 


ucts in a form that Is immediately 
available—namely, nitrates; yet tho 
fact that a nitrate is extremely liable 
to loss makes it desirable to determine 
first whether this most available form 
is in actual practice of greater or less 
service than those other forms which 
are rapidly changed into this active 
form, but which before their change 
are not liable to be lost from the soil. 
For example, the nitrogen in nitrate of 
soda is immediately available to the 
plant. If it is applied before or at the 
time of seeding, in such quantity as to 
meet the entire demands of the crop. 
an opportunity is afforded for loss pre 
vious to the time that the plant has 
thrown out its roots and is able to gatt'- 
er it from the soil, and also during its 
early growth, when it is unable to 
gather it rapidly. Sulphate of ammo- 
nia and dried blood are forms which 
change very rapidly into the nitrate 
form, 
but which 
previous to that 


change are readily held by the soil. 


In the use of any of these forms, 


therefore, the conditions \vbieh prevail 
between the time they are applied anil 
the time that they can be used by thy 
plants would determine their relative 
usefulness, and it is. therefore, quite 
possible that under the same methods 
of application the one on the average 
might lie as useful as the other, yet the- 
oretically the active form would be tbe 
most desirable.
